The class of '28 la not so tost In 
the wide world ai on* might expect, 
judging from the account which the 
Personnel Bureau gives of II 
beta.. There wore 288 girts 
calved their. It. A., and til i 
girls were registered with the 1 
Of these girls nearly 60 percent are- 
unavailable/ either becaase they are 
studying or desire.no position. 11 
•e»t of the girts have not 'been 
placed, but nearly 40 percent have 
found Jobs, many of them through 
the Personnel Bureau,- a number 
through friends, facuUy, or their 
efforts, and some through 
agencies.- -Their sslaries are varied; 
11200 is the average, and only two 
girls, in nonteechlng positions, are 
receiving from 11600 to $1800. 

About 12 per cent of th* girls 
have teaching positions. Only one 
of the girls was fortunate enough 
lie placed In- college, and only 
of the girls is In an elementary 
school. Two are doing special teach- 
ing, and the rest are In seeopdary 
schools, those In the public sejioola 
receiving a some what higher average 
than the others. Those who are not 
teaching are trying every sort of 
work, from secretarial and clerical 
and office positions, department store 
and executive work, through labora- 
tory and research occupations, ' to 
library, music, psychological, and re- 
ligious work. The salaries are all, 
of course, very different; there ,1s a 
wide range for every class of work. 
And lastly there are those Intellec- 
tuals who are as yet receiving no 
salary, the 67 girls who are studying 
the arts, and sciences, and business. 
In the East and In the West, roost 
of them In co-educational Institutions 
y of them abroad, postponing 
for a last brief minute the final 
plunge out of dreams and t 
into the cold world oS t 
bureaus and salaries.
